M any conservative men 
have expressed 
their opinion, that 
the gentlem an from A rlington has no 
case against Jones. 
It is evident that 
if the m any 
depositors 
living 
in 
A rlington thou ght 
that 
Jones was 
gu ilty of any crim e, tha t m ore than 
ju s t one m an w ou ld bring su it against 
him . 
As the case stands a t present, 
only one nam e was 
signed to the 
affidavit against Mr. Jones, and it is 
said tha t this m au did not bring su it 
of his ow n accord, bu t tha t he was in­ 
flu enced by others to do so. 
Jones’ friends claim tha t he is being 
nsed as a tool by some men in A rling­ 
ton to fight a certain party, w hich is 
opposing them. 
Mr. .Tones says that ju st one man is 
cau sing him all this trou ble and that

* ja il and as good as told him tha t it 
Jones 
w ou ld mak o 
u ntru e 
claim s 
abou t certain m en in A rlington, that 
Jones’ bond w ou ld be fu rnished and 
he w ou ld be given his liberty. 
.Tones 
says that he has proof in this sta te ­ 
m ent, as one of. his fellow prisoners 
over-hoard the conversation. 
This re ­ 
qu est w hich was m ade by the gentle­ 
m an from A rlington was declined as 
Jones k now s he can be released from 
his cell by honest m eans, and tha t he 
does not have to low er him self in 
order to eseajie. 
W hen Mr. .Tones 
wa s a sked why his 
fa the r did not go on his bond, 
be said 
that his step-m other was the one who 
had influ enced his la the r not. to give 
him aid. 
I t is kno wn by a few of the 
b ank er's friends, that his step-m other 
had alw ays been very u nk ind to him , 
and it is not m u ch of a su rprise to 
them now , when they fou nd ou t that 
she was influ encing Jones' la the r not 
to give his son hond. 
It is claim ed by a few of Jones’ 
enem ies that he has been ill crim inal 
cases before. 
T his statem ent is u ntru e. 
Mr. Jones failed in bu siness w hile ru n 
ning a branch store for the When 
clothing store, of Indianapols, bu t the 
fa ilu re was m ade good by Jones w ith­ 
ou t his fa the r’s aid. 
As far as can be 
learned Jones has led a life of a high 
m oral character, and if any one k nows 
any fact to cou nteract ujkui this s ta te ­ 
m ent, they have failed to bring u p the 
facts, based u pon tru thfu l witnesses. 
A representative of this paper has 
conversed w ith m any attorneys in this 
city, as to the probablity of Jones' 
gu ilt.

wrfien ask ed the qu estion “ Is .Tones 
gu ilty? ’* have said that they do not 
think lie is. 
T hey all agree tha t there 
is som ething extrem ely strange in his 
case, b u t few have ventu red to say 
w hat it was.

By an invention w hich has been 
m ade by E lm er E. S teiner, of K nights 
tow n, tho work ot tra in dispatching 
w ill be revolu tionized if the railroads 
adopt it generally. 
By it an inte r­ 
com m u nication system is established, 
w hereby the train dispatcher may talk 
directly w itli the engineer, even w hile 
his tra in is in m otion. 
T his w ill oh 
viate the present necessity of sending 
orders to eac h train a t every stop. 
The apparatu s is so constru cted tha t 
it can be attached to telegraph w ires 
of tfie present system of railroading 
In this way an au tom atic tra in re po rt­ 
ing system is established, w hereby a 
train on leaving a station reports i t ­ 
self direct to the train dispatcher. 
A t 
the end of each m ile d u ring the trip 
sim ilar reports are made. 
Inventor S teiner was assisted in per 
fecting his apparatu s by D r. O. F. 
Fleener and W illiam W alls, also of 
K nights tow n.

R u ral carriers state that these com ­ 
plaints have been m ade to them , bu t 
so far as k now n there is no w ay of 
getting a t those w ho are cau sing tl» e 
dam age. 
They state tha t m any people 
of the cou nty tu rn the ir stock ou t on 
the highw ay and send children, some 
tim es six or seven y’ears of age, to 
w atch it. 
L iterally they are comply** 
ing w ith the law , yet these children 
often play w ith others along the road 
and the stock 
w ander half a m ile 
aw ay. The children are not able to 
w atch the cattle and as a consequ ence 
the stock ru bs against the ru ral m ail 
boxes and fences, break ing them down 
and often by reaching throu gh fences

O renburg clergy, in which he express­ 
ed his determ ination never to conclude 
a peace dishonorable to Russia or un­ 
worthy of her greatness, and which 
was gazetted yesterday, is reprinted 
in every paper in R ussia today. It has 
struck a responsive chord in many 
quarters, even am ong the friends of 
peace. The em percr’s words, however, 
by no m eans bear out the construction 
placed upon them by the jubilant w ar 
party, nor do they at all exclude the 
idea of a successful term ination of the

m outh, but they certainly strengthen 
the m ilitant spirit aroused by the ca 
bled versions of tne Sato interview s 
and the cold figures representing the 
supposed extent of the contribution to 
be dem anded by Japan. 
Subsequent explanations have failed 
to efface this idea of oppression en­ 
tirely, and many voices have been 
raised to urge the governm ent to r e 
gist too onerous conditions. 
For ex 
ample, the m erchants of Moscow, who 
are largely old believers and who con­ 
trol much of the w ealth cf the* nation, 
are sending 
an address to General 
Linevitch to express confidence that 
the arm y will defend R ussia’s honor 
and that a hum iliating peace will not 
be made. 
W hile many influences tending to 
unify the nation it it should be neces­ 
sary to continue the war. are evidently 
in operation, no disposition is shown 
to anticipate the results of the peace 
conference nor «.o make the task of 
the com m issioners more difficult, and 
that M. W itte’s presence at the head of 
the m ission is regarded as a guaran­ 
tee that acceptance of a basis of peace 
will be found if possible.

New York, Aug. 1.—An action has 
been instituted by S tate A ttorney Gen* 
eral Julius M. Mayer in the suprem e 
court, New York county, in the nam e 
of the people of the state of New York 
against the Equitable Life A ssurance 
Society, 
its 
officers, 
directors 
and 
m em bers of the executive and finance 
com m ittees, all of which are named in 
the com plaint. 
The com plaint con­ 
tains twenty-one sections and covers 
thirty-three pages o* typew ritten m at­ 
ter, refers to the Frick com m ittee re­ 
port and the investigation made by 
S tate 
Superintendent 
of 
Insurance 
H endricks; is based on inform ation 
and belief, and A ttorney General May­ 
er in his prayer to the court says that 
the action was brought on behalf of 
the people of the state of New York 
in the public interest and pursuant to 
the provisions cf law. 
He therefore 
asks: 
1. T hat the defendants account for 
their official conduct in the m anage­ 
m ent and disposition of the funds and 
property com m itted to their charge. 
2. That 
the individual defendants 
and each of them :>e compelled to pay 
the defendant, the Equitable Life As­ 
surance Society of the United States, 
any money and the value of any prop­ 
erty, which they or any of them have 
acquired to them selves, or transferred 
to others, or lost, or w asted by a vio­ 
lation of their duties. 
3. T hat any defendant or defendants 
now a director or officer in the de­ 
fendant society, upon proof of m iscon­ 
duct, be removed. 
4. T hat the net surplus of defendant 
society, after deducting a sufficient 
am ount to cover all outstanding risks 
and obligations, be paid to or credited 
to or applied for the benefit of, the 
present policy holders in equitable pro­ 
portion In accordance with the char­ 
ter and with law. 
The com plaint charges that the in­ 
dividual defendants, disregarding their 
duty to the society of which they were 
directors, “negligently, im properly and 
im providently perform ed such duties 
and have habitually and continuously 
done or suffered to be done, wrongful, 
illegal and im proper acts, w hereof the 
defendant society has suffered great 
loss and dam age.” 
The Individual de­ 
fendants are fu rth er charged with hav­ 
ing “acquired to them selves or caused 
or perm itted to be transferred to oth­ 
ers. in violation of th eir duties, mon­ 
ey, property and the value of property 
belonging to the defendant society.” 
A schedule of the salaries paid during 
the last five years to the principal of­ 
ficers of the society is appended to the 
com plaint, which declares such sal 
aries to have been largely in excess 
of the value of the services of the 
persons named and th at the paym ent 
of such salaries resulted in substan­ 
tial loss to th e society. 
It is also 
charged that in addition to the sal­ 
aries referred to th e individual defen­ 
dants as officers, m em bers of com­ 
m ittees. tru stees or agents, “perm itted 
the defendant socle y to pay to many 
of the above-named officers and d irer 
fora and to others large and tinwar 
ranted sum s as expenses incurred by 
such persons in the service of the so­ 
ciety. and said sum s were paid without 
sufficient 
vouchers, 
w ithout 
proper 
proof of th eir am ounts and w ithout It 
being properly shown th at the said de­ 
fendant society in any way benefited 
by such expenditures o r was legally 
or properly chargeable therew ith.” 
The com plaint also charges. 
That 
the defendants wrongfully caused the 
defendant society and a num ber of 
other societies ami 
corporations in 
which the defendant society was a 
large stockholder .and in which some 
of said 
individual defendants were 
also directors and stockholders, to 
pay large sum s of money to them ­ 
selves. or some of their num ber, and 
to other persons under the guise of 
salaries and 
fees for attending to 
th eir duties as officers and directors 
and m em bers of com m ittees of de­ 
fendant society and of several other 
societies and corporations.” 
Allega­ 
tion Is also m ade of the paym ent of 
illegal and excessive pensions to va 
rious persons and of th e paym ent of 
“excessive, im proper and unw arranted 
sum s to various attorneys and coun­ 
sellors at law, the aggregate am ount 
of which far exceeded and was en 
tirely «¡¡¿proportionate to the services 
rendered.” for ail «f which an account­ 
ing and proper relief i» dem anded.
